appointed a committee, or survey 
board, whose business it was, to state 
it pointedly, to determine whether or 
not it was worth while to continue to 
remain in the country and make the 
effort to farm. 

Conditions have- given us several 
successive years of crop failures, to 
which has been added the general ad¬ 
verse circumstances, producing the ne¬ 
cessity to some degree of government 
and municipal aid, and indeed in 
some cases the providing of fuel, food 
and raiment to those in need, by those 
disposed to give—and there are many, 
and just here let credit be given to 
those who merit the blessedness of 
giving. • 

Just when perhaps many of us were 
estimating things at the worst comes 
the report of the commission, which 
among many other things, says: “It 
is doubtful if there are any great 
.stretches of land in any part of the 
world of a character so uniformly rich 
as to the soil itself, and as to poten¬ 
tialities, if carefully used, for quick 
convertibility at the hand of man to 
immediate wealth by the prodution of 
grain.” i 

Great has been the patience of hope, 
and seldom have people kept their 
heads up so well under trying condi¬ 
tions. The report of the board will 
justify the faith, and encouragement 
is added by the statement of General 
Stewart, made in the Alberta legisla¬ 
ture, when he said: .‘You would have 
to take shot guns, as well as railway 
cars, to move the people from south¬ 
ern Alberta out of the dry belt.” 

Every farmer has the one solution 
for the situation, and that is rain— 
rain at the right time, for have not 
the fields in southern Alberta in times 
past made men rich in a year, and it 
has taken several to make them poor. 
And even in dry years, by the adop¬ 
tion of methods recommended by the 
survey board and the government de¬ 
partments of agriculture, farming in 
this country can be made to pay and 
pay well.

SURVEY BOARD REPORT 

Sounding a high note of optimism 
and confidence in the future of South¬ 
ern Alberta, the report of the South¬ 
ern Alberta Farm Survey Board has 
been placed in the hands of the gov¬ 
ernment and was given the legislature 
last week by Premier Greenfield. 

The report deals very fully with 
conditions in the areas under survey 
and proposes certain suggestions for 
the immediate relief of the situation, 
and also for the permanent solution of 
the problem. The board points out 
that during the war production 
periods, summer fallow to a large ex¬ 
tent was abandoned and that it is 
evident that summer-fallow methods 
must be resumed. It also urged the 
perseverance of development of irri¬ 
gation, hut recommends that financing 
of irrigated projects be undertaken 
only as fast as the project can be 
developed and colonized. 

Following is a very brief summary 
of the recmmendations: 

Guarantee of advances for the pur¬ 
chase of seed and feed for 1922 to 
only such farmers as are farming the 
I areas they can handle properly. That 
no advances cover a greater area than 
200 acres of cultivated land and that 
they be made only on condition of 
summer-fallow of a certain area. 
Such/advances to be first charge on 
the crops of 1922. Suggestions that 
the financial men be asked to refrain 
from eftibarra£sing diligent fanners 
in their obligation, should the 1922 
crop prove satisfactory, and that ne¬ 
cessary legislation be enacted to pro¬ 
vide such protection. That all unsold 
Crown lands and school lands be re¬ 
served from sale or entry until en¬ 
quiry. That land under grazing lease 
be used after expiry of lease for com¬ 
munity pastures if possible. That 
existing stock watering reserves 
should be maintained and added to 
and that further examinations of sites 
for impounding of water be under¬ 
taken. That financing of. irrigation 
projects be undertaken only in due 
ratio to the progress made towards 
bringing under occupancy and devel¬ 
opment the irrigable lands in the 
Lethbridge Northern and United dis¬ 
tricts and that following this the next 
in order should be the McLeod pro¬ 
ject. 

That irrigation survey should be 
pressed forward and that steps be 
taken toward the establishment of 
storage reservoirs. That some system 
of listing of lands for sale in the 
Lethbridge Northern and United Irri¬ 
gation districts be established with a 
view to colonization. That steps 
should be taken for special instruction 
of students in irrigation. That the 
work.of soil surveys should be carried 
on with increased vigor. That the 
number of weather stations should be 
increased. That adequate legislation 
for dealing with insect pests should be 
enacted. The board also made sug¬ 
gestions for consideration of tax sale 
enforcement and also for the extension 
of the weed district agricultural 
agents. 

JACK PINE A COMING WOOD 

Jack pine, formerly despised, is now 
recognized as a most useful wood. Jt 
is used in immense quantities for rail¬ 
way ties, being in fact, the leading tie 
timber of Eastern Canada. It is also 
being used in increasing quantities for 
lumber. Jack pine is frequently at¬ 
tacked by a fungal disease, which, in 
the earlier stages of its development, 
causes a reddish discoloration often 
referred to as “red stain.” In later 
stages the fungus breaks down the 
fibre of the wood and gives rise to 
‘‘red rot.” The Forest Products Labor¬ 
atories of the Forestry Branch of the 
Department of the Interior recently 
made a series of tests to determine 
the effect of “red stain” on the 
strength of the timber. The results 
of these tests show that no diminution 
of the strength results from this con¬ 
dition and where the appearance of 
the wood is not important there should 
be no hesitation in employing it in 
timber structures. 

RIGHT TWICE A DAY

PROVINCIAL NOTES 

Premier Greenfield' has announced 
that there will be no legislation this 
session to establish proportional re¬ 
presentation for the provincial elec¬ 
tions. He stated that it is the desire 
of the government to study this sys¬ 
tem to the fullest extent and to have 
all information at hand before intro¬ 
ducing legislation. The legislation 
will likely be introduced next session. 

A delegation including representa¬ 
tives of the various labor organiza¬ 
tions and the G.W.V.A. waited on the 
cabinet on Friday morning to lay be¬ 
fore them their request for a plebis¬ 
cite to the people of the province on 
the question of restoring the sale of 
strong beer. Various arguments 
were presented by the delegation in 
support of their request. The premier 
replied that the whole question of 
The Liquor Act.was under considera¬ 
tion and that the request of the dele¬ 
gation would also be taken into con¬ 
sideration. 

Two important conventions are be¬ 
ing held in Edmonton this week. One 
of them being the Annual Convention 
of the Fairs Association of the pro¬ 
vince and the other being the Annual 
Convention of the Dairyman’s Asso¬ 
ciation, both of which are held in con¬ 
junction with the Alberta Department 
of Agriculture. Many delegates are 
in attendance and important addresses 
and papers are being given. There is 
also in progress the Annual Provincial 
Seed Fair, in which there are about 
600 exhibits, a larger number than 
at any previous provincial seed fair. 

The mixed farming special train is 
touring the line on the E.D. & B.C. 
this week and will visit some points on 
this line, including Grande Prairie 
and Peace River. The train concluded 
its tour south of Edmonton on Satur¬ 
day. Large crowds have attended the 
lectures, in some places numbering as 
high as seven and eight hundred. The 
train will be at Spirit River on Fri¬ 
day and Sexsmith on Saturday, going 
to Grande Prairie on Monday, Peace 
River on Wednesday the 22nd and 
Berwyn on Thursday the 23rd. At 
several of the points south of Edmon¬ 
ton where the train stopped, medals 
were offered to the boys and girls for 
essays on the lectures delivered. 
This was productive of some very 
clever essays, showing the interest be¬ 
ing taken by the boys and girls, in 
agricultural matters. 

Members of the G.W.V.A. waited on 
Premier Greenfield last week urging 
continuance of grants to the club. 
The premier promised consideration of 
the matter. 

“TheAlberta government will make 
every effort to take advantage of the 
Federal grant of $1,600,000 for the 
building of highways in the province,” 
said Premier Greenfield to the delega¬ 
tion from the Canadian Good Roads 
association, which waited on the cab¬ 
inet on Tuesday. The premier said 
that there was no one more interested 
in good roads than he, and at the 
present time there was need for them, 
but the government did not intend to 
incur undue expenditure at a time 
when strict economy was to be ob¬ 
served. Experiments will be made as 
Soon as the spring opens on short 
stretches of road with various mate¬ 
rials in an effort to find the 'most 
suitable one for an all-weather road 
for the province. The native tar sands 
have been suggested, and estimates 
on the cost of gravel roads will be 
made. The members of the delegation 
were enthused over the premier’s re¬ 
marks. 

The total yield of wheat in the three 
prairie provinces of Manitoba, Sas- 
kathewan and Alberta in 1921, is 
finally estimated by the Dominion 
government at 286,098,000 bushels 
from 22,181,329 sown acres, as com¬ 
pared with 234,138,300 bushels from 
16,841,174 acres in 1920. Oat produc¬ 
tion amounted to 284,147,500 bushels 
from 10,819,641 acres; barley 44,681,- 
600 bushels from 2,109,065 acres; rye, 
19,109,700 bushels from 1,688,228 
abres; and flax seed 3,946,700 bushels 
from 516,972 acres. 

The provincial cabinet is at present 
considering the advisability of estab¬ 
lishing an agricultural college which 
will absorb the present faculty of 
agriculture at the Alberta University 
and will have a distinct building on 
the University grounds. No decision 
has been reached in the matter as yet, 
but it is the view of Hon. Geo. Hoad- 
ley, Minister of Agriculture, that agri¬ 
cultural education should be establish¬ 
ed as a distinct system apart from the 
general educational system of the 
province, so that there would be a 
direct connection from the agricul¬ 
tural college right down through the 
agricultural schools, the demonstra¬ 
tion farms and the proposed system 
of county agents, to the man on the 
farm. It is not the intention that the 
agricultural college should be entirely 
divorced from the university since thl 
examinations will be set by the uni¬ 
versity and all lectures aside from 
those on agriculture, would be deliver¬ 
ed by university professors. Mr. 
Hoadley has advocated this system to 
the other members of the cabinet and 
it is now under consideration. 

Short courses in irrigation have 
ben arranged by the Department of 
Agriculture to be held at Tabor, Wed¬ 
nesday and Thursday, February 22 
and 23; Coaldale, February 24, 25; and 
Raymond, February 27 to March 2. 
The speakers at these courses will be 
W. H. Fairfield, superintendent of 
Dominion Experimental Farm, Leth¬ 
bridge; James Murray, E. A. Eisen- 
i hauer, M. L. Freng, V. Mathews.

A delegation from Edmonton City 
waited on the Attorney General 
Brownlee, Friday morning with a re¬ 
quest that the province assume the 
entire cost of the Mothers’ pensions, 
instead of only a share where the 
cities are concerned. Mr. Brownlee 
promised consideration. 

An important re-organization of 
the hospitals branch of the Provincial 
Health department, whereby the de¬ 
partment will proceed to the exercise 
of powers under The Hospitals Ordin¬ 
ance of the province which have al¬ 
ways existed but which were not be¬ 
fore fully exercised, was announced 
yesterday afternoon by Hon. R. G. 
Reid, Minister of Health and Muni¬ 
cipalities. By virtue of this re-orga¬ 
nization, Arthur K. Whiston, who 
since May 1918, has been secretary of 
the municipal hospitals branch and 
has played a large part in the organ¬ 
ization of municipal hospitals in the 
province, will assume a new position, 
that of supervisor of organization of 
all hospitals in the province, munici¬ 
pal and otherwise, under powers 
which exist in The Hospitals Ordin¬ 
ance. Mr. Whiston will be in charge 
of the supervision of the business or¬ 
ganization of all hospitals. This will 
lead eventually to the appointment 
also of a medical supervisor of all 
hospitals for the provincial govern¬ 
ment In this way, it will be possible 
for the government in future to lend 
assistance to many hospitals in the 
province in the organization of these 
institutions on a business basis, 
whereby cost of operation may be cut 
down. In the past year several re¬ 
quests have come to the department 
of health for such assistance, and Mr. 
Whiston has been engaged in such 
work in two of three of these in¬ 
stances for the past few months. In 
this way, also, the department will be 
able to exercise a greater supervision 
over the organization of hospitals to 
which the government is paying 
grant. In addition to these new feat- 
tures of hospital work, Mr. Whiston 
will continue to have charge of the 
organization of Municipal Hospital . 
districts, under the government’s 
municipal hospital scheme, as here¬ 
tofore. 

Bringing to a close the debate on 
the speech from the throne in the legis¬ 
lature' Tuesday afternoon Hon. F. E. 
Brownlee, Attorney General, dealt 
with the administration of the Liquor 
Act, and while he was not prepared at 
present to announce the amended act 
to be introduced he outlined broadly 
the policy of the government with 
respect to the act. 

He announced the appointment to 
be made shortly of a man to take 
charge of the policing under the 
Liquor Act, and the appointment also 
of a man to handle the administration 
of the act, and the two men who he 
believed would have the confidence of 
the people on the province. Upon two 
main principles depended the success 
of any law, declared Mr. Brownlee. 
Th first was a proper and adequate 
enforcement of the law, and he de-! 
dared that the new government con¬ 
ceived it to be its plain and simple 
duty to give the people as honest an 
administration and as strict an en¬ 
forcement of the liquor law as was 
possible. He did not mean to infer, 
he said, that this had not been done 
by the previous government. In the 
second place, declared Mr. Brownlee 
the support of the people in upholding 
the law was of vital necessity. He i 
believed that most important question 
was the education of the people in 
obedience to the law and sympathy 
with the law. He referred to the insi¬ 
dious propaganda going on to under¬ 
mine public respect for the liquor 
law, and declared it be the plain duty 
of every citizen to give this law so 
long it was on the statute books his 
complete obedience and respect. 

He placed responsibility for educa¬ 
tion in this way, directly upon those 
who were supporters and sympathiz¬ 
ers of the act, declaring the tendency 
of such people pas to criticize* the 
police when it should be to educate 
those not so sympathetic. He de¬ 
clared it was the duty of every citi¬ 
zen to keep obedience to the law. 
Respect for the law was the one essen¬ 
tial in our civilization. Mr. Brownlee 
declared that disrespect for the law 
permitted in many homes too often, 
lead to juvenile deliquei*^ and he 
hoped the time would-come when the 
government would give more atten¬ 
tion to the salvage of human nature 
rather than to punishment.

there was no excuse for tardy pay¬ 
ments if he had it. 

Then he continued J>y stating that 
some men with a good bank balance 
used as an excuse for not paying their 
accounts the fact that people were 
holding them up, and were not paying 
their accounts. This caii hardly be 
said to be a legitimate reason for slow 
payments. 

Then' again, some men drift into 
careless habits in the matter of meet¬ 
ing payments, and they seemingly ar¬ 
gue with themselves that the matter of 
paying accounts owing promptly on 
due date is of not very great conse¬ 
quence. This is quite an erroneous 
position. A man’s credit is based 
largely on a personal appraisment, 
and not so much on his statement of 
net worth. If he is invariably prompt 
in sending settlement of maturing 
obligations to his wholesaler or credi¬ 
tor, even though he may not be able 
to meet the obligation in full, he does 
demonstrate that he has his business 
well in hand and is giving necessary 
attention to it. Such a policy of con¬ 
sistent care in making settlement of 
accounts 'will do more to establish 
one’s credit than most-anything else, 
and in addition will save a very great 
deal of unnecessary and bothersome 
irritation.

Births for this period 
numbered 82,134, while deaths totalled 
34,707. The greatest number of births 
were reported in March, and the 
smallest in February. The heaviest 
mortality was reported or Mfarch and 
the lightest for June.

In the 
past twelve months seventeen new 
tJnited States industries located here 
and there are now 238 flourishing in¬ 
dustries in the border cities. Wit hi A 
the past week alone locations were 
found for four United States indus¬ 
trial enterprises, and at the present 
time negotiations are in progress with 
82 promising prospects, two being 
British and the remainder American.
